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confirms that the Department of Administration fasndit
necessaryto exercise the “temporary reallocation of
balances’authority provided by this section ander to meet
payment responsibilities and cover resultingegative
balancesluring the month of July1998.

On July 15, 1998 thdJniversity Trust-Principal Fund
balancewas-$522 thousand. This shortfall continued until
July 17, 1998 when the balance reached $5.04 million. This
shortfall was due to the timing of revenues.

OnJuly 20, 1998 theVisconsin Petpleum Inspection Fund
balancewas -$2.09 million. Thishortfall continued until
July 24, 1998 when the balance reached $5.03 million. This
shortfall was due to the timing of revenues.

The University Trust-Principal Fund and Wéconsin
Petroleumnspection and Health Education Loan Repayment
Fundshortfalls were not in excess of the statutory interfund
borrowing limitation and dichot exceed the balances of the
fundsavailable for interfund borrowing.

The distribution of interest earnings to investment pool
participantss based on the averadaily balance in the pool
andeach funds share. Therefore, the monthly calculation by
the StateControllefs Ofice will automatically reflect the use
of these temporary reallocations of balance authority
